J behaving themſelves in ſuch a careleſs 
Manner, as if the Worſhip of Gop were 
either not their Buſineſs there, or not 
worth minding.— Some t all the Time 
of Prayers, or put themſelves into ſuch 
other lazy and irreverent Poſtures, as 
ſhew ſufficiently they have no Senſe of 
what they ſhould be doing, nor any Awe
